Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives ; 
I have deemed it nécessary to call you together to consider of the 
propriety of further legislation for the disposition of the Confede- 


Fate treasury notes, certifjcates and bonds, in the State. treasury.— 
"By your act, approved 30th "March, 1864, I was required-to fund all 


the notes of tlie denomination of:$100 in bonds, and to exchange 
the-remaindey, at the discount for the new issue,anu to sell the 
bonds in the market. I appointed Col. Jas. D. Stewart agent, un- 
der ‘this act, and sent him to Richmond to procure the bonds and 
notes. His report is herewith submitted. As he found on his arri- 
val that the Congress had pássed.an act to.aythorize States to.ex- 
change one half of the Confederate notes held by them for new 
notes, and to fund the remainder at par, he suggested to the 
members from Mississippi that the provisions of the act should be: 
extended soas to embrace all moneys already deposttelf. Thia was 
done by the supplemental act of the 15th June. ‘By the report of 
the Treasurer, herewith submitted, it appears that there was inthe ^ 
treasury, on the 26th of July, in Confederate treasury notes, the sum of 
siz hundred and eighty- eight thousand faur hundred and siz dollars and'one 
half, [$688,4063] ; in certificates of deposit, scoe hundred. and fifty five 
thousand two hundred dollars ($755,200) ; and one-bond for two thousand 
eight hundred dollars 182,600]. Of the amount in notes, about. three him- 
dred and forty-one thousand three. hundred dollars, [$541,900].is in notes of 
the denominaijon of $100, seventeen thousand being in notes of one hundred! 
each, bearing interest at the rate of two cents per days Of the'amounts dy 
posited at Selma and Montgomery, the sum of $155,200 was in notes of a Jerse 
denomination than one hundred dollars, and is subject to be withdrawn. — «

organized. Many companies were formed, and were on theit march : 
to the place of rendezyous, but returned on hearing thatthe enemy - 
had been routed and driven back. Many of those companies have 
retained their organization and reported themaelyes for duty when-. 
ever called upon. There -sre thousands of.eür eitizens who are. 
ready to organize and take: erms at a moments notice, but there. 
are some who evadé duty by every shift and device, and. cam only 
be brought out by the enforcement of law.

` On the- fourth day of May last, I transferred to the Confederaic

I permitted the men 
transferred to retain the horses belonging to.the State, with the un- 
derstanding that the.officers were to be responsible forthe payment 
of one hundred dellars for.eacli horse.
